GERMANY UNDER MILITARY RULE 
Harrison Case Does 


Not Apply Virginia 
Appeal Court Holds 


Decision of Supreme Court On School 


Bond Issue Decided Today At Staun- 
ton^—Final Order To Be Entered 
That Issue Did Not Carry—Peremp- 
tory Writ of Mandamus Is Awarded. 


The Virginia Supreme Court, sitting at Staunton, 


today held that the $350,000 school improvement 
bond issued voted on last June did not cariy. 


The court ordered that a writ of mandamus be 


awarded directing Judge Price Withers of the Cor- 
poration Court to annul the order which certain citi- 
zens wit) contested the validity of the bond issue 
election took issue with, and to enter a final order to 
the effect that the bond issue did not carry. 


The case on which the decision was handed 


down this morning was instituted ^by Willard S. 
Morrison and a score or more of citizens who held 
that according to the language of the city charter the 
election had not earned since it was not approved by 
a majority of the registered voters owning real estate 
in the city of Danville. The suit was instituted against 
against Judge Withers, a petition for a mandamus be- 
ing filed with the Supreme Court. 


The text of the court's decision in the Danville 


case is as follows: 
"It is the opinion of the court that this cause is 


not ruled by the decision of this court in the case of 
Harrison et als. vs. Barksdale et als., and that the 
bond issue mentioned in the petition was not ap- 
proved at the election held in the City of Danville by 
a majority of the registered voters owning real estate 
in the said city, and it is accordingly ordered that a 
peremptory write of mandamus be and is hereby 
awarded directing the Hon. D. P. Withers, Judge of 
the Corporation Court of Danville, to set aside and 
annul the order complained of in said petition entered 
bv him on July 16,1923, and to enter instead thereto 
a final order to the effect that the bond issue afore- 
said was not carried in said election for the reason set 
forth, but no costs are awarded against the said Hon. 
D. P. Withers, Judge."

The action of the German gov- 


ernment v.as taken \vlien news of 
the appointment of Dr. Von Kahr 
as military dictator of Bavaria 
was received. and the proclama- 
tion issued was intended as an 
ofl'sct to the Bavarian manifesto. 


Great nervousness prevails in 


Munich and its Is generally be- 
lieved there, according to reports 
to the Berlin newspapers that 
Hitler. leader of the Bavarian 
"Fascist!" and favoring the sep- 
aration of Bavaria from the Ger- 
jnan Reich, tliinks b^s time has 
come and intends to turn loose 
the forces «hlch lie commands. 
If he docs so, there are ~fears In 
some quarters that the "putsch" 
would not b« confined to Bavaria 
and it is •unoindally suggested 
that it was probably with this 
in mind that President Ebert Is- 
sued the decree imposing a state 
emergency throughout Germany. 
Bavaria's action' was wholly unex- 


pected and the- government leaders 
were at first at a loss to account for 
it. 
Although it is not viewed as a 


studied affront to the central govern- 
ment, the manner in which it was 
launched nevertheless was construed 
as a piece of censorial criticism of th» 
way in which the Berlin government 
had called oft passive resistance la 
the Ruhr. 
This view prevailed de- 


spite assertions from Bavaria that her 
measures were t\ holly prompted by 
the suspicious activities of the guard!

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 26 — Blanket 
orders signed yesterday by Judge T. 
H. Calvert, of 
the 
Wake 
County 
Superior court, permit sales on 
the 


auction warehouse tobacco market by 
118 Pitt county members of 
the 
Tobacco Growers' Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, who have been under pro_ 
hibitive injunctions of the court since 
July. 
The injunctions were secured fol- 


lowing suits brought by the 
same 
parties in Pitt county for the can- 
cellation of their contracts on 
the 
ground of fraud and at a hearing 
held last Friday Judge Calvert ruled 
that the suits in Wake involve the 
same questions as those In Pitt and 
that the suits here, 
which 
were 
brought on alleged threats to breach 
the contract, could not 
be 
main- 


tained. 
Judge Calvert delayed signing the 
orders dismissing the case until yes- 
terday in order to give the associa- 
tion an opportunity to go into 
the 
Pitt county case and seek injunc- 
tions. However, Major W. T- Joyner 
of counsel for the association, an- 
nounced yesterday that the aaspcla. 
tion preferred to preserve its rights 
in Wake coUrrty pending an appeal 
and that no effort will be made to 
stop the sale of the tobacco involved 
in the present controversy.

HE other da> 1 got a letter irom a 


fellow out west who wanted the 


name and address of a manufacturer 
of duck blinds. 
As far as I know 


every duck hunter must be his own 
blind 
manufacturer. 
The nearest 


.maker of a duck blind is the chap 
tvho makes chicken wire. No mat- 
ter where you make your duck blind, 
chicken wire always makes a good 
frame to work on. 


Twenty to twenty-five feet of wire 


36 inches high should 
answer 
for 
most blinds. 
Of course if you are 


making a blind in open water to cover 
a row or duck boat you will need 
more. 
Enough to cover both sides 


and one end. 
The rest of the story 
is one of judgment, nothing more or 
less. 
Correct Blind Camouflage 


When you are building a blind in 
a marsh it should be built of marsh 
grass. If In the rushes, it should be 
built fo rushes. 
In rice fields it 


should be covered with rice stalks. 
When shooting from a point of land 
It should be made to match the sur- 
rounding?, 
shooting 
close 
to 


wooded shore on an inland lake, the 
blind can be made 
of 
brush 
and 


leaves tak«n from the immediate vi- 
ctolty. 


The whole trick-—ana n i.- a irick 
—is to keep the ducks from suspi- 
sion. It is %vell to remember that at 
least some of the ducks that pass your 
blind have been coming that 
way 


for years. Remember, too, that their 
stopping off places are not so num- 
erous that they will forget what they 
saw on the last flight. 
Keep Down and TJnseen 
If convenient, it is well to build 


two blinds. Build them a. fair v 
apart. Shoot from one this fall and 
the other next fall. 
Let the birds 
get used to hte one where no shoot- 
Ing is done. That's the 
way 
the 
goose hunters do in Newfoundland 
and Labrador. 
In fact, they never 


build a blind and shoot from it the 
same year. 
Above all keep your blind as small 
as possible and as close to the ground 
as possible. 
Make your blind Just 


like the surroundings, dress just like 
your blind, cut out smoking and keep 
down. 
You'll get some shooting if 


you will follow 
those few 
simple 


rules. KEEP DOWN! KEEP DOWN! 
A duck is above you. 
He can see 
farther than you can, quicker than 
you can. 
He can see you fore and 


aft. If he seess you and keeps com- 
ing on he isn't a wild duck.

BIG CHICAGO FIRE 


RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 
26.—Fol- 
lowing the proclamation by Governor 
Cameron Morrison last week, calling 
on the people of North 
Carolina to 


observe Tuesday, 
October 9, anni- 
anniversary of the 
Great 
Chicago 


fire of 1871. in which 200 
persons 
lost their lives and 17,000 buildings 
were destroyed at a loss of $190,000,- 
000, as Fire Prevention Day, State 
Insurance Commissioner Stacey Wade 
today announced 
some 
interesting 


statistics concerning fire losses. 
Mr. Wade has asked that not only 


the day of October 9, but the week of 
October 8-13, as well, be set aside for 
an anti-fire prevention campaign. 
"The object of 
Fire 
Prevention 


week," he said, "is to impress upon 
the community at large the necessity 
of conserving the 
resources of the 


nation by preventing fires. The cam- 
paign is national in scope, and it is 
hoped will be the 
means 
whereby 
permanent fire prevention campaigns 
will be inaugurated in all municipa- 
lities." 


The following statistics concerning 


fire losses were given by Mr. Wade: 


"The national fire loss last 
year 
was $521,860,000, an amount 
equal 


to the total cost of the Panama canal. 
This represents an average per capita 
loss of $4.75, which is a figure great- 
er than ever recorded 
previously— 


including 1906, the year of the San 
Francisco conflagration. 


"North Carolina's per capita 
loss 


of 52.43, or-half the national average, 
is a tribute to our efforts in fire pre- 
vention, but it is still 
nearly 
four 


times greater than the 
per 
capita 
loss in Great Britain. 


"The total monentary loss, includ- 
ing the fire loss, cost of fire protec-' 
tion, loss of business due to fire, etc., 
is over $1.000,000,000 annually. 
"There were 4,505 fires in 1922, 


causing a loss of over $10,000 each, 
as compared with 4,068 in 1921 and 
3,457 in 1920. There were 43 fires 
in the miSion-dollar or above class— 
an average of almost one each -week. 
"The average per capital fire loss 


in Great Britain last year 
was 72 


cents, which is a reduction' from pre- 
vious figures. In France, Germany 
ancf Italy losses are still lower. Some 
reasons for our high loss"figure are 
traditional natural carelessness, poor- 
er construction and lack of personal 
liability, under the law, 
for 
negli- 
gence in causing fires. 


"Fire losses in cities 
over 
20,000 


population where chambers of com- 
merce have permanent fire prevention 
committees averaged $3.27 per capita 
in 1922, as compared with the nation- 
al average of $4.75.' 


'Tires kill 15,000 of our 
citizens 
annually, according to the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters."

problem which a court must solve. 


From the

counter charges revolving about Gov- 
ernor Walton's fight against mob vio- 
lence and 
masked 
depredations in 


Oklahoma has appeared a tense sit- 
uation which observers say is the pre- 
lude to a spectacular" climax. 


The use of military forces to com- 


bat "hooded outrages" will .continue 
until domination of one-third of the 
counties in the State by the Ku Klux 
Klan is broken, the governor said. 
Within the next few hours, he added, 
he -will place another county under 
rigid martial law at the request of 
some of its citizens. Rumors has it 
that Murray 
county is the one to 


which he referred although this finds 
no confirmation in official quarters. 


Political enemies of the governor, 


including many of the legislators who 
signed the call for the session, charge 
that by his official acts particularly

The appointment of Dr. Von Kahr, 


former Bavarian premier, as general 
commander for that State withfjfull 
executive power to promulgate meas- 
ures to protect Munich from any dis- 
turba'nces is regarded as a local pre- 
cautionary 
measure.

commissioner has full authority to 
proclaim 
any 
"exceptional 
state", 


should conditions warrant such ac- 
tion.

The, naming of Dr. Von Kahr with 


dictatorial powers, is regarded with 
some anxiety, it being considered that 
such an extreme measure proves the 
situation in Bavaria is serious and 
that the Bavarian government is de- 
termined to use every means to nip 
in the bud any attempted coup by the 
Bavarian national socialists under the 
leadership of Adolph Hitler. 


A dispatch to the Tageblatt from 


Munich states that by appointing Dr. 
Von Kahr as dictator the Bavarian 
government wished to forestall the 
proclamation of Hitler as dictator. It 
v,-as pointed out that the Bavarian 
government is thus playing off the or- 
ganization as Bavaria and hte Reich 
of which Dr. Von Kahr is leader and 
which does not want the severance of 
Bavaria from the Reich, against Hit-' 
ler's organization, the 
Kampfbund, 


which does desire such, severance. 


Although a Bavarian decree pro- 


hibits a public meeting. Hitler's fol- 
lowers have arranged fourteen mass- 
meetings for tonight at which he is 
slated to speak. 
All other meetings 


in Bavaria arranged by the national 
socialists have been cancelled and or- 
ders given for the nationalists to con- 
centrate at Munich.

As the hour for the start of the 
race neared a sharp 
thunderstorm 


swept over the section accompanied 
by a high wind and despite the mani- 
fest danger of sending the gas bags 
aloft into the low scudding electri- 
cally charged clouds the air vessels 
\vere cast loose in what was virtually 
defiance of swift death. 
Several of 


the balloons had hardly risen when 
the bags of hydrogen gas were ig- 
nited by the Jovian bolts hurtling the 
pilots to destruction on terra firma. 


Aviation as an art or a pastime is 


still in the dangerous stage. The sor- 
rowful chapters of death and destruc- 
tion which have been written in the 
developments of flying are sufficiently 
long and gruesome without wilfully 
adding to them and risking the lives 
of dauntless men. The Gordon Ben- 
nett race this year stands out as an 
epic disaster and it is a costly man- 
ner in which to stress the necessity 
of changing the regulations governing 
the contest.

Ward Trial To 


Jury Tonight Or 


Early Tomorrow 


(By The Associated Press.) 


WHITE PLAINS, N Y., Sept. 27.— 


The case of "Walter S. Ward, on trial 
for the murder of Clarence Peters, 
nearly a year and a half ago. is ex- 
pected to go to the jury tonight or 
early tomorrow. 


The defense, following the prosecu- 


tion's sudden resting of its case on 
Tuesday, 
closed yesterday without 


calling a single witness and began 
summing up. 
Isaac N. Mills, counsel for the de- 


fense, aryued that the state had fail- 
ed completely to offer evidence which 
warranted the defendant's trial for 
nrurder or even for manslaughter. 


Mrs. Ward was a pathetic figure 


when reference was made to her hus- 
band by Mr Mills as a man who had 
shot a blackmailer in defense of his 
wife and children. She sobbed as she 
sat between Ward and his brother, 
Ralph. 
Opening with a vigorous attack on 
the long address to the jury yesterday 
by Isaac X. Mills, chief of the defense 
staff. Attorney General Carl Sherman 
today began summation of the prose- 
cution's case against Walter S "Ward, 
charged with murdering Clarence M. 
Peters, of Haverhill, Mass 


Mr. 
Sherman 
characterized 
Mr 


Mills' address as a 
"pitiful demon- 
stration against conclusive damaging 
evidence" and said it -was intended as 
a smoke screen to camouflage the in- 
ability of the defense to disprove the 
State's testimony. 
The attorney-general asserted there 
has been ample evidence to convict 
Ward since last year when he recom- 
mended prosecution after the first in- 
dictment was handed down. 
Mrs. Ward, the defendant's 
wife, 


came to the courtroom before 
the 


session opened carrying half a dozen 
handkerchiefs in 
one hand and 
a 


packet of letters in the other, from 
which several 
other 
handkerchiefs 


protruded. 


After asserting that Ward had ask- 


ed for a jury trial, Mr Shermr." told 
the jurors that they should not be 
persuaded by sympathy. 
Ward, he 


said, was on trial for his life as he 
deserved to be. 
"There is just one issue: did Wal- 


ter Ward fire a bullet that killed 
Clarence Peters?" asked the attorney 
general, "There is no doubt tn it he 
did.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—With tjw 
resumption of publication today of 
the individual New York morning dal- 
lies and the Indication of a probable 
return to work of striking members 
of the outlawed web pressmen's local 
number 25, as members of th« Inter- 
national Printing Pressmen's and As- 
sistants' union the walkout effective 
for nine days, appeared imminent.- 


Four proposals embodying condi- 
tions for reinstatement of the men to 
the positions they abandoned, dis- 
cussed at a meeting early today of 
about 1,000 strikers^ will be resub- 
mitted to a full meeting of the 2,200 
men tomorrow night and meanwhile 
all of the local will be served with 
opies of the proposals for their con- 
sideration. 


Prospect* of peace seemed predi- 
cated on a proposal that the men re- 
tur« as interimtlonal card holders, 
leaving the question of the granting 
of a new charter to former local 
number 25. dissolved by order of the 
board of directors of the international 
bureau of the unauthorized strike, to 
subsequent discussions. 
The general 


tenor of the strikers' discussion of 
the proposals seemd to indicate that 
the majority favored a return 
to 


work^although there were many ar- 
guments for amendments. 
The proposals emphasized that the 
publishers would riot re-employ any 
men who had participated in violence 
or sabotage during the strike. An- 
other proposal embodied an invitation 
for the men to act with international 
officials in an advisory capacity and 
agree upon a plan of harmony be- 
tween the pressmen and publishers. 
Today's morning papers had six- 


teen pages.

Virginia Senator Returning 


From Tour Says There 
Are Many Factors Which 
Might Lead to War—Ex- 
pects Reparations Ques- 
tion to Be Settled Satis- 
factorily. .

WASHZNGTOX, 
Sept. 
27. — Only 


the fact that the people of all coun- 
tries are war weary stands in the way 
of another European war, according- 
to Senator Claude A. Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, who returned to the Capital to- 
day after an extensive tour of Eu- 
rope. 


"There are many factors which 


might lead to war ki Europe and pos- 
sibly would except that the people are 
war weary and it will be almost im- 
possible to precipitate another war 
for some time," the Senator declared 
today. "Lloyd George found this true 
during the Turco-Grecian controversy 
and realized that Bng-land would not 
go to war to resist Turkey." 


Splendid recovery along agricul- 


tural lines since the war was noted by 
Senator 
Swanson, 
but industrially 


and financially he did not find condi- 
tions so good 
The widespread ten- 


dency towards dictatorship he consid- 
ers one of the greatest menaces which 
the continent has tp face. 


Agreement 
betwe&n 
France 
and 


Germany over the reparations ques- 
tion and the E.uhr expected by Sen- 
ator Swanson; and in his opinion Ger- 
many is well able Uo pay reasonable 
reparations 


During his trip Senator Swanson 


spent some time in Germany, and was 
in Berlin several days prior" to the 
change of government there, and the. 
effort made to create a revolution. 
From Germany he went to Copen- 
hagen amd attended the meeting of 
the Interparliementary Union as a 
representative of the United States 
Senate. Later he visited the "World 
Court at The Hague; then went to 
France where he met many high of- 
ficials of the government, including 
Premier Poi/ncare, and last went to 
Geneva and attended the meetings of 
the League of Xations when 
the 


Italo-Greek crisis was before that 
body. 


For 
the World 
Court and 
the 


League the Senator has nothing but 
praise. 
"I spent some time at The 


Hague observing the work of the 
court," he declared, its methods of 
procedure and decisions. I feel sure 
this court is destined to be one of 
the greatest tribumals of of the world 
and was pleased to note the American 
member of the Court, Judge John 
Bassett Moore, was an outstanding 
figure. I believe America should en- 
ter this court under the terms stated 
to the Senate last spring by President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes.

League of Xatioms at Geneva. 
Only 


by a visit there can one realize the 
extensive and important work that is 
being done. It is now composed of 
o2 nations with various departments 
which are successfully 
functioning.
